Sir. Schott, that drinking is more or less disreput- 
able in America. It will grow more so. Not all 
idry advocates are total abstainers, perhaps; not 
nil wet advocates are drunkards.

Bouck was a democratic candidate for congress 
up In tho Oshkos.li district in tho '70's, he used 
to say that while "all republicans were not horse 
thieves he was certain that all horse thieves were 
republicans." But Col. Gabo was a fierce demo- 
crat, so he might have been prejudiced.
